Yes, an employee is entitled to three 
weeks' holidays in the year in which 
he observes his 5th anniversary with 
the Company. 


Under what conditions is an em¬ 
ployee entitled to receive a wedding 
gift from the Company, and how is the 
value of the gift computed? 

An employee is entitled to receive a 
wedding gift from the Company if he 
has had a minimum of five years of 
service with the Company. The value 
of the gift is determined as follows: 
one week's salary plus $1.25 for each 
year's service, plus $10 bonus if the 
employee has ten years of service or 
more.

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Major Executive 
Appointments 

John David Eaton, President of Eaton's of 
Canada, announced today at the Company s 
Annual Meeting (Tuesday, February 21st) the 
appointment of two new officials, effective 
immediately. 

Alfred R. Tucker, Company Director and 
General Manager of the Winnipeg Store, was 
appointed to the position of Vice-President. 
Mr. Tucker, a Director since 1952, is a son of 
one-time Director and former Vice-President, 
the late Herbert M. Tucker and Mrs. Tucker. 

J. Ross Jenkins, a Vice-President of the Com¬ 
pany since 1953, was appointed the Com¬ 
pany's senior Vice-President. 

Mr. Eaton also appointed Donald S. McGiv- 
erin, General Manager of the Company's 
Mail Order operations in Canada, to the 
Board of Directors. Mr. McGiverin is one of 
the youngest men to be appointed a Director. 
He joined the Company in 1946 following 
graduation with a master's degree in Business 
Administration. 

These appointments were occasioned by 
the retirement of O. D. Vaughan, senior Vice- 
President of Eaton's, following 40 years' serv¬ 
ice including 23 years as a Director and 18 
years as Vice-President. 

The President, in his annual report, stated 
that sales in 1960 reached an all-time high in 
the Company's 91-year history. Progress and 
expansion marked the Company's coast to 
coast operation with new stores opened in 
London, Ontario in August and Burnaby, 
British Columbia early this year. Work will 
commence this year on new multi-million-dol- 
lar stores in Halifax, Nova Scotia, and in Met¬ 
ropolitan Toronto where a major Shopping 
Centre, "Yorkdale" is being developed. 

The number of Eaton Stores across Canada 
now totals 62, with 382 other retail outlets and 
three major Mail Order distributing centres.

ABOUT THE TUBERCULOSIS SURVEY 

During February all members of our staff were tested for tuberculosis. This is done at 
two-year intervals, but this year a new method was used known as the “tuberculin test” 
and sometimes as the skin test. This, because it was unfamiliar to most of us, gave rise 
to some speculation and we bring you some information taken from the literature avail¬ 
able to clear up any misunderstandings. 

“The test is made to find out whether or not there are tuberculosis germs in the body. 
If no germs have ever made their way into the body there will be no reaction—the test is 
negative. When there is a positive reaction the first step is to make sure that there is 
no disease, for it must always be remembered that while only a fraction of those infected 
ever develop disease, ALL those with disease are infected. Positive reactors should have 
a chest X-ray, just to make sure. As long as there are cases of tuberculosis (and every 
country has thousands) there will be germs around and some of them will be breathed in 
or swallowed by men, women and children. 

“If the person getting the germs is healthy and there are not too many germs, the 
tissues of the body will keep the upper hand and master the invaders. The body will wall 
up the germs in little prisons. The prisons are like tiny lumps or nodules. The medical 
name for them is tubercles and it is from them that tuberculosis gets its name. Once this 
happens the person has been infected, but that does not necessarily mean that he has or 
ever will have tuberculosis. In perhaps eight out of ten such cases the body checks the 
germs and no disease develops.” 

All those who have been exposed to tuberculosis infection and have not developed the 
disease because of good body resistance, that is those who have a positive reaction but 
whose X-rays show no disease, have developed a certain amount of immunity to tuber¬ 
culosis. It is not necessary to have the tuberculin test again if it was positive, but a regular 
chest X-ray is needed in the future.

Vt cup brown sugar 
iy 2 tablespoons corn starch 
y 2 teaspoon salt 
Vs teaspoon ground cloves 


1 cup orange juice 
Vi cup water 
1 stick cinnamon 
% cup flaked coconut 
1 tablespoon butter 


Combine brown sugar, corn starch, salt, cinnamon and cloves. Stir in orange juice and 
water and bring to boil. Cook until thickened and clear. Simmer for five minutes. Remove 
cinnamon stick and add butter and coconut. Heat thoroughly and serve.
